science,” are limited to those who, being pro¬ 
posed and recommended by the board of examin¬ 
ers, shall be chosen on a ballot by a vote of two- 
tbirds of the membership present. Only in this way 
are members obtained; and such is the guard estab¬ 
lished by the society. Among the prerequisites 
nothing is said of color. 

On tbis statement it is clear tbat any test of 
membership, on account of color, is without any 
sanction in the charter or constitution of the so¬ 
ciety, in neither of which is there any limitation of 
“white” or “Caucasian.” .The application of 
snch a test is in the nature of an abuse or tyranny, 
not forbidden in positive terms, but condemned by 
reason and humanity. 

This pretension becomes more offensive as the 
coarse of tbe society is more clearly compre¬ 
hended. By a supplementary process of meta¬ 
morphosis, tbe “ medical society ” changes itself 
iuto what is called a “ medical association,” with 
the same ofiicers, bat subject to a series of “reg- 
lations ’’ throngh which certain restrictions are 
established, plainly inconsistent with the charter, 
Which is the origin at once of the society and of 
the association. By these “ regntationo ■> the 
members of the association are “ members or li¬ 
centiates of the medical society,” who, “having 
produced satisfactory evidence of qualification," 
receive on ballot the votes of a majority of the 
members present, and, on election, subscribe the 
“ regulations ” of tlie association. 

Thus is membership of the association twice 
guarded—First, the candidate must be a member 
or licentiate of the “ societyand secondly, 
being such, he must besides be chosen by a major¬ 
ity of the “ association.” 

Among the “regulations” of the “association,” 
are two, deserving special attention from their 
inconsistency with the original charter. The first 
is the tariff of fees, when the charter expressly 
declares that “nothing herein contained shall 
authorize said corporation in anywise * * * to 
establish or fix a tariff of charges or fees, or to in¬ 
terfere in any way with charges or fees for medi¬ 
cal attendance.” The second is the notable arti¬ 
cle that “no member of this association, shall 
consult with oP meet in a professional way any 
resident practitioner of this District, wbo is not a 
member thereof, alter said practitioner shall have 
resided six months in said District,” and this is in 
the face of the charter, which declares, first, that 
“nothing herein contained shall authorize said 
corporation in anywise to regulate tho practice of 
medical or chirurgical attendance,” and secondly, 
Hint “ the by-laws, rules and regulations shall in 
their application and operation be exclusively con¬ 
fined to said society as a society or body corpo¬ 
rate, and not to its members individually, when 
not acting in a corporate character." Obviously, 
on tlie face, these “ regulations ” are Inconsistent 
with the charter of the “society,” out of which tlie 
“association” is derived. The attempt through 
this suplcmentary “association" to accomplish 
wlmt is forbidden to the “ society, ” is a plain evasion 
which is a characteristic cover for the unworthy 
incidents which have occurred. 

By tlie act of Congress lo which both society and 
association are traced, there is no sanction for any 
exclusion on account of color, and all by-laws and 
regulations of fees or attendance are forbidden ; 
but it appears that good men, practloners in’ 
Washington, have been excluded on account of 
color, aud that, In pursuance of a “ regulation ” of 
the association, these same practitioners have 
been denied the advantage of consultation with 
members thereof. 

Of course, when the society was originally consti¬ 
tuted, there were no colored medical practitioners 
in the District of Columbia, as there were no col¬ 
ored lawyers, no colored jurymen, no colored 
magistrates, no colored functionaries of any kind ; 
nor could colored persons ride in the public con¬ 
veyances, or vote. Bat all this is now changed. 
There are colored practitioners here now, who, 
by professional knowledge, good conduct, and cor¬ 
rect deportment, vindicate equality with their 
white brethren. Among these is one who served 
as surgeon in the national army during the late 
war for the suppression of the rebellion, and was 
breveted a lieotenaiit colonel. Nothing conld be 
more natnral than that these colored practitioners 
should seek the opportunities for improvement in 
medical science, which is the declared object of 
tbe society, and also that they should seek to 
bring themselves within the terms required by the 
association, so as to enjoy tbe advantage of pro¬ 
fessional consultation with practitioners more ex¬ 
perienced than themselves. Accordingly three of 
their number took the proper steps. 

These candidates, following tbe requirements of 
the charter, were examined by tbe proper board 
of the society, who unanimously reported them as 
“eligible under the charter or, according to the 
words of the charter, “qualified lo practice the 
medical and chirurgical arts." Their names were 
then submitted to ballot by the society at a full 
meeting, and they were rejected ; the first candi¬ 
date by a rote of twelve to sixty. Tbis was in 
June last. Another candidate was rejected by a 
vote of twenty-five to thirty-five. There was no 
objection on any ground of personal demerit, or 
professional anfitness, bat only that they were col¬ 
ored. This was “ the head and front of their of¬ 
fending,”—nothing more. 

The society was by no means unanimous in this 
discreditable ostracism and some of tbe members 
attempted a rally to equal rights by a resolution 
introduced at the annual meeting, January 3,1870, 
as follows: 

Resolved, That bo physician, who is otherwise eligible, 
shall be excluded from membership in this society on 
account of race or color. 

This resolution, which is only the repetition of a 
provision so often applied in other eases by Con¬ 
gress, was defeated. The medical society, by a 
vote of twenty-six to ten, refused to consider it • 
and then, as if to strangle in committee all chance 
of any colored practitioner obtaining a recommen¬ 
dation from tbe board of examiners, as is required 
for a candidate, the whole board, who had reported 
iu favor of these colored candidates, was super¬ 
seded, and others, well known for opposition to 
their admission, including a doctor lately in^fhe 
rebel service, were appointed instead. Thus did 
the society seek to extend its proscription into tb

the contrary notwithstanding. Dr. Augusta adds, 
Dr. Garnett “hastaken two Of my patients while 
I was attending them, and without any notice to 
me, except that at my next visit I was informed 
that Dr. Garnett was attending.” Another practi¬ 
tioner said of Dr. Augusta that he believed the 
latter was a good doctor, and he would have no 
objection to consult with him, but the rules of hiB 
society did not allow it. On this, Dr. Augusta 
properly remarks: 

Now you will see that all three of these gentleman 
fused to consult with me on the ground that I was not 
a member of their society, while at the same time, when 
I have taken steps'to become a member, they, with 
others, nse extraordinary means to defeat my election 
and succeed in their object. 

Dr. Purvis, one of the proscribed on account of 
color, relates an experience similar to that of Dr. 
Augusta. He was called suddenly to a patient, 
when, owing to the fright from sudden illness, 
messengers were sent to Drs. Lovejoy, Miller, and 
Norris. “The patient,”he says, “properly be¬ 
longed to me ; but when I ascertained that other 
physicians had been sent for, I waited to hold con¬ 
sultation with them. They arrived in a little while, 
but, to my apprise, excepting Dr Norris they 
would have nothing whatever to do with 
And he then adds : 

“ It is not an uncommon experience of mine to 
have physicians take my patients, they knowing I 
had not been dismissed, thus doing me direct in¬ 
jury.” This testimony is in entire harmony with 
that of Dr. Augusta. 

Dr. Tucker, another of the proscribed on account 
of color, after testifying to the refusal 11 
consultation, thus subjecting physicians of color, to 
great disabilities,” proceeds to mention three in¬ 
stances where members of the society had declined 


until the war was over, when returning to his, 
village, he proposed the health of .King George 
the Third. He knew nothing of independence 
and the republic that was established. The Medi¬ 
cal Society act as if slavery still ruled, with its 
proscriptions, exclusions and tyrannies. Evidently 
they know not that great sway of equal rights 
Which has been declared. It remains that they 
should be told in sneh manner that the lesson can¬ 
not be forgotten. 

It is painful to thiuk that this pretension must 
bring discredit upon the medical profession in 
conntry, and also upon the republic itself. That 
science to which humanity owes so much, must 
suffer, when it is seen how its votaries espouse a 
proscription so irrational and harsh. The repub¬ 
lic must suffer also, when it is seen that here at the 
national capital, this wrong can he perpetuated 
without arousing infetant judgment. 

It is the duty of Congress to apply the remedy, 
which it must do in the name of equal rights, and 
for the sake of the example which will lie ielt 
throughout the country. Let this pretension be 
suppressed at the National Capital, and it will 
shrink out of Sight in other places. The equal 

jilts of nil will receive new assurance, and the 
republic will be glorified. 

The committee, for the present, content them¬ 
selves with reporting a bill to repeal the original 
charter, which, according to its terms, Congress 
may “at any time alter, amend or annul, at 
pleasure.” A corporation which ceases to be in 
harmony with the spirit of the age, which insults a 
large body of fellow-citizens, and is a stumbling- 
block to harmony, cannot expect the continued 
sanction of Congress.

Such is the evidence before the committee, 
leaving no question of the damage done to these 
colored practitioners. But it must not be under¬ 
stood that all the members of the society follow 
the proscriptive rule. Some depart from it cland¬ 
estinely—others openly. Some bravely challenge 
the censure of the society, while they perform a 
simple professional duty. 

There is a further loss of educational opportuni¬ 
ties produced by this proscription. If such oppor¬ 
tunities are of value ; if they are not entirely use¬ 
less, then should they be extended generously to 
all practitioners who come within the conditions of 
fitness. An exclusion on account of color is a lim¬ 
itation of medical education, which is the more un¬ 
just when it is considered how large a portion of 
the population here belongs to the proscribed race. 
In this aspect the conduct of the medical society 
is open to additional reprobation. 

From what has appeared before the committee, 
three things are in evidence: 

1. That medical practitioners, above criticism in 
every respect, are refused admission to the soci¬ 
ety solely on account of color. 

2. That members Of the society refuse to consult 
with medical practitioners, thus excluded on ac¬ 
count of color, to the serious detriment of such 
practitioners.

Mr. Sumner.— Throughout the long struggle anterior 
to the Rebellion, aDd then throughout the Rebellion 
itself, Slavery had two voices by which it was heard in 
this Chamber and in the country. The first was that by. 
which its continued existence was vindicated, or, if you 
please, the right of Slavery; the other was that of State 
Rights. By these two voices was Slavery heard. Happily, 
the first is silenced; but the other is still sounding among 
us, crying ont against those generous efforts by which 
Human Eights are assured. 

I am not wrong in this Statement. From the begin¬ 
ning it has been the same. How often in time3 past 
have we heard the cry of State Rights! At every pro¬ 
position concerning Slavery, at the presentation of every 
petition against this tyrannical wrong, at every allusion 
the cry was heard. And when the Rebellion broke 
forth the same cry was raised against those great meas¬ 
ures of self-defence by which Slavery, our real enemy, 
assailed; and then, at each stage of reconstruction, 
as the same. Not a measure oqreeonstruction which 
has not encountered this pretension of State Rights. It 
broke forth in the Virginia debate. It breaks forth on 
the present occasion. Again we hear the voice- of 
Slavery. 

This pretension, which is so constantly manifest, finds 
partisans naturally on the other side of the Chamber. 
It is easy for Senators, who have upheld Slavery) to up¬ 
hold that interpretation of the Constitution, which was 
itant ally of Slavery; but it is incomprehensible 
how Senators, fresh from the great battle with Slavery 
should continue in dalliance with the constant ally. 

The argument for State Rights proceeds on a misap¬ 
prehension. Nobody doubts the right of a State to local 
self-government, through which are supplied the oppor¬ 
tunities of politicaheducation and also of local adminis¬ 
tration adapted precisely to local wants. This is the pe¬ 
culiarity of our national system, wherein it differs espe¬ 
cially from the centralized imperialism of France. But, 
while recognizing the State as the agency for all matters 
properly local, it must not be allowed to interfere with 
those other matters, being rights and duties which 
not local but universal. 

Now, sir, nothing can be clearer than that the Equal 
Rights of all must be placed under the safeguard of one 
uniform law, which shall be the same in all parts of the 
nation—the same in Charleston and New Orleans 
Boston and Chicago. It is absurd to suppose that the 
rights of the citizen can differ in different States. They 
must be the same in all the States; but this cai 
snmmated only by the national authority. Therefore, on 
grounds of reason, I repel that pretension of State Rights 
which would take this just prerogative from the. nation. 
Understand me, sir, I do not seek to centralize, but to 
f nationalize. The partisans of State Rights, in their ef¬ 
forts to decentralize, would denationalize. In the name 
of local self-government, they would overthrow the na¬ 
tion. 

1 asked where I find these national powers, I 
answer that they are in those two great title-deeds of 
the Republic, the Declaration of Independence and the 
national Constitution. Whether viewed apart or to¬ 
gether, these two are one and the same; but tbe two 
reenforce each other. The Declaration of Independence 
finds .proper machinery for its great purposes in the 
national Constitution, while the national Constitution 
is explained, invigorated, and elevated by the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence. By the national Constitution, the 
nation is bound to assure a republican government to 
all the States, thus giving to Congress the plenary 
power to fix the definition of such a government; but by 
the Declaration of Independence, the fundamental ele¬ 
ments of this very definition are supplied in terms from 
which there can be no appeal. By this Declaration it is 
solemnly announced, first, that all men are equal in 
lights; and, secondly, timt just government stands only 
()n i,i.o of kho goTorueu. other tilings may. fail,-* 

lint these cannot. Whenever Congress is called to main, 
tain a republican government, it must be according to 
these universal, irreversible principles. The power to 
maintain necessarily implies all aneilliary powers of pre¬ 
vention and precaution, so that republican government 
may be assured. All these powers are essentially na¬ 
tional and not local. They belong to the nation and not 
to the State. 

■ So long as Slavery existed, this definition was impos¬ 
sible. State Rights were set up against Human Eights; 
but with the death of Slavery, followed by the extinction 
of the Rebellion, this definition takes its just place in 
national system. Therefore, whatever tends to 
maintain a republican government and to place it beyond 
assault; whatever tends to maintain the great principles 
declared at our birth as a nation—all this is constitu¬ 
tional. As well deny that the sun.shines; as well with 
puny arm attempt to drag the sun from the sky. Still it 
shines. God be praised, the day has passed when State 
ights can be exalted above Human Rights. 

It is for Congress to .determine, in its discretion, how 
republican government sliall be maintained. Whatever 
it does in this regard, whether by general law, or by 
condition or limitation on States, is plainly constitu¬ 
tional beyond all question. All is in the discretion of 
Congress, which may select the “means” by which this 
great guarantee shall be performed. It is a guarantee 
by the express text of the Constitution, and it most be 
performed. In selecting the means, Congress cannot 
hesitate at any requirement calculated to secure the 
beneficent result. By condition-precedent, by condition- 
sub-sequent, by prohibitory legislation, by legislation act¬ 
ing directly on the States orjhe people—by each and all of 
these Congress may act, bearing in mind always the 
great definition supplied by our fathers, which 
maintained at all hazards. 

3 vain to say that our fathers did not intend this 
power and foresee its exercise. There it is in the 
Constitution, clear and commanding, and there is the 
great definition in the Declaration of Independence, clear 
and commanding. If onr fathers did not fully appreciate 
their mighty act, neither did the barons at Rnnnymede 
when they obtained Magna Charta, the perpetual land¬ 
mark of English rights. The words of the poet are again 
fulfilled: “They builded better than they knew.” But 
they did build. They built this vast temple of republi- 
liberty, and enjoined upon Congress its perpetual 
safeguard, “ anything in the constitution or laws of any 
the contrary notwithstanding;” ana, sir, by the 
oath which you have taken to support the Constitution, 
you bound to wateft and protect this vast temple. 
The recent war has had its losses, terrible and affiietiug. 
It has had its gains also. First amoDg these-gains is 
that interpretation of the Constitution which makes us a 
nation, and places the equal rights of all under the pro¬ 
tection of the national power, being nothing less than 
the fulfillment of the early promises of the fathers. Too 
slowly has this been accomplished; but it is accom¬ 
plished at last, and it is our duty to see that these prom¬ 
are in no respeet neglected, and that the Republic, 
and indivisible, dedicated to Human Rights, and an 
example to mankind, is upheld in every part of our wide¬ 
spread country.

Now this modest suggestion finds a most hospita¬ 
ble reception in tbe columns of our Democratic 
contemporary. It is a gleam of light athwart the 
dark retrospect of the ‘( Reform ” eoahtion ast fall 
and the disastrous defeat which followed adroit 
Teutonic maiagemeut. Or, we may compare i t to 
good news from a faff country, or to a cooling 
draught to ite feverish and thirsty throat at a 
forsaken and bewildered wayfarer in the desert. 
The only mystery is, that so profound and saga¬

The discussion of this matter may not he prema¬ 
ture, though the announcement which has been 
made in sutdry quarters that the ratification is 
complete, aiid only awaits formal announcement 
by the Secretary of State, undoubtedly is ahead of 
time. The required number of twenty-eight States 
can not be reckoned np without Georgia and Mis¬ 
sissippi, neither of which has as yet been admitted 
to representation in Congress. Uutil they are 
declared duly reconstructed, or until Nebraska and 
some other State in good and regular standing are 
added to the list of ratifying States, we see no 
opportunity for an injunction on the Secretary ot 
State, restraining him from issuing his proclama¬ 
tion of ratification. 

The Enquirer kindles into a three-column arti¬ 
cle on this glowing—and growing—theme.

IE LATE BUTCHERY OF INDIANS IN fes" 

DETAILS OF

Dear Sir :—At last the sickening details of Col. Baker’s 
attack-on the village of the Plegans, in Montana, on the 
23d of January last, have been received. Of the 173 
killed Sidy fifteen were what might be called fighting 
-.that is, between the ages of twelve and thirty- 
seven years. Ten were from thirty-seven to sixty years, 
and eight additional were over sixty—in all, thirty-three. 
There were ninety women killed, fifty-five, or over one- 
half of whom were over forty years of age, and the re¬ 
maining thirty-five were belween\lwelve and forty years. 
Basil n. there were Mu children under twelve years, of \

THE FIFTEENTH AMENDMENT. 


Since onr last issue the Legislature of Nebraska 
has assembled and ratified the Fifteenth Amend¬ 
ment. It is understood that the Secretary of] 
State now only awaits the President’s signature to 
the Mississippi bill, and the admission of the Con¬ 
gressional Representatives from that State,to issue 
his official proclamation of the ratification of the 
Amendment. The decisive hour—which will mark 
Hie transition of nearly half a million of colored 
men from political vassalage to equal citizenship— 
is close at baud. The hour will mark also the 
cession of new power to the National government 
to regulate and enforce impartial suffrage, 
spective of color, in the States. The revised record 
of the States, as they have voted either for or 
against the Amendment, is as follows:

The Rev. Petroleum V. Nasby’s faithful Kentucky 
constituents are not at all in harmony with the 
new order of things. They still intend, if possible, 
to baulk the Fifteenth Amendment, ana to rrighten 
or defraud the negro out of Ms vote. Their blind 
obstinacy will doubtless serve to teach Congress 
the lesson it needs now to fully comprehend, viz. : 
that it has new opportunities and new responsibil¬ 
ities under the second clause of the Amendment to 
protect the citizen within the States, either or all 
of them, in his political rights irrespective of his 
complexion. It is an important lesson, susceptible 
of wide application. It calls for some new election 
machinery by Congress, especially for elections 
for President, and Vice-President and for mem 
bers of Congress. It may apply either to the 
Nasbyites of Kentucky or to their dramshop bre¬ 
thren of the wards of the city of New York. The 
N. Y. Times, in an article on the political situation 
in Kentucky Says: 

* ‘ The vast Democratic majority in Kentucky, and th e 
unbroken array of its State representation in Congress, 
make the party haughty, uncompromising and relentless.

HORTICULTURAL SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 

20G Degbaiy street, Brooklyn, ( 
February 9th, 1870. ) 

My Dear Miss Marwedel :—Your article in the Herald 
of Health, entitled “A Horticultural School for Girls,’’ 
is very interesting to me. 

Your plan meets a want that I have deeply felt in my 
very retired but earnest efforts to assist somo young 
persons of my acquaintance in acquiring education. 

They are the children of poor but intelligent parents, 
who inherit some of the best qualities of the best early 
settlers of New England. Growing up, as these children 
are, in Uieir secluded valleys, they seem to me to belong 
to them as truly as the wild flowers which one finds there, 
and which so beautifully repay one wbo knows how to 
find them. 

I do not desire to take these children permanently 
from those valleys, but to help to lit lliem. to adorn them 
more, by acquiring a higher and broader sense of them, 
and of the dignity of labor there. Also, I desire tbat 
they should acquire that knowledge which snail enable 
them to labor in accordance with the latest advances or 
science aud art in that direction. 

If, in the progress of their education, fitness for other 
j spheres of labor should be manifested, I should wish 
them to be free to enter upon those spheres; but not like 
too rnany of our youth, to learn just enough from books 
aud from contact with society, to give them a distaste 
for work. 

1 have felt the importance of helping them only to 
help themselves, am! how to do this and send them to 
any of the schools with which 1 am acquainted I knew 
not, until I saw, in the Advocate and Guardian , an ar¬ 
ticle entitled “A new Way for Women;” iu which men¬ 
tion was made of you and your plan. I felt then as one 
does on seeing a streak of bine sky after long groping 
in the taDgied woods; I felt that my path was opening 
to the light and that I had not groped in vain. 

I will not take your time to read much more from my 
pen now, bnt wish to express the hope and belief tbat 
thoroughness will characterize your instructions and tbe 
results to yonr pupils. It is a great want among women 
iu this country. Those of us who have much to do with 
the poor know this fall well. So few poor working-1 
women can do anything thoroughly. 

Do not think, because I have cobfined my remarks to 
the so-called poor, that I am not deeply sensible of and 
interested in the benefits to others which will result from 
your efforts. I have too much at heart the true progress 
of wonsau in ail that refines aud ennobles and most truly 
womanizes her, not to welcome her initiation into such 
pursuits as your plan includes-and suggests. Were I 
young enough and strong enough, I would gladly be¬ 
come your pupiL I shall follow you each step of your 
way wilh true sympathy in its many difficulties, aud ap¬ 
preciation of the courage and devotedness which seem 
to characterise you. 

As I shall send one or more pupils to you as soon as 
your school opens, I cannot take more than ten shares 
(at $5.00 each), at present. You will need money in 
making yonr preparations. Shall I send it to yon, -or to 
Rev. S. J. May ?

Another of the early workers in the canse of the slave’s 
freedom has gone to his’ rest. Lewis Morgan, formerly 
of Marlboro, Ohio, died suddenly of neuralgia of the 
heart, January 6, at the honse of his son in West Liberty,

he hesitated not to testify against and even to come 
out from the one and the other when truth and humanity 
required. He was for several years a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Western Anti-Slavery Soci¬ 
ety, where his plain common sense combined with his 
earnest zeal for the canse, made him highly useful. His 
sterling integrity of character commanded the respect 
of those who differed with him iu views, and even hated 
and misrepresented his opinions and purposes. Thus one 
j by one tire old veterans of the Anti-Slavery movement 
pass awaj, tbeir mission ended and their work done. 


Lodessy Scott.

During the recent war, her feelings 
were deeply interested with our suffering soldiers, and 
to the complaint of meager fare she was wont to reply, 
“remember the poor soldier has not so good as this.” 

Tire invalid felt her healing influence, and tire suflerer 
was encouraged by her hope. She believed in human 
rights without reference to color or sex,—honoring 
labor by her womanly effort in the common duties of 
life. A higher culture in woman she claimed to be the 
shortest road to equal rights. The funeral services of Mrs. 
Scott were participated in by the writer, and closed by 
most fitting words from her own daughter, Cora L. V. 
Tappau. A large circle of friends will miss her presence, 
but her virtues will continue to mould the minds of tbose 
who knew her; and the flowers she planted, and the 
grand old hills about her homo will testify to her love of 
the beautiful.
